Don’t be mislead too much by the 
above heading; the following article 
appeared in the July 9th, 1924 
issue of The Didsbury Pioneer. We 
quote: 

The town council held its regular 
meeting on Monday night. Mayor 
Chambers, Couns. Clemens, Reiber, 
Liesemer, Fisher, Sec. Austin and 
Solicitor Freeman being present. 

The usua) routine was disposed of 
and the estimates for the year 
taken = up. Councillor Liesemer. 
chairman of public we.k; commit- 
tee, that their appro citation was 
hardly high enough to co all the 
vepairing to sidewalks that was 
needed but he was doing his best 
to keep within his appropriation 
and satisfy the ratepayers. 

The discusfion relative to side- 
walks in general and the methods 
taken in repairing same. was dis- 
cussed and it was decided that no 
cement walks should be laid this 
year and that the cinder walk pro- 


gram on some streets “would be 
continued, 

The estimates were then passed 
and the total amount required to 
carry on was reported as being 
$27,000. Of this amount $13,600 is 
for School Board purposes. 

The tax rate to meet the above 
amount was set at 75 mills, being 
thirteen mills less than yast year. 

The Council also decided that a 
mechanical stoker be installed at 
the power house and half the 
purchase and installation will be 
paid out of the estimates this year, 

Owners of dogs in the town will 
have to come through with = their 
dog licences by July 15th or suffer 
the penalties of a $50 fine for har- 
boring or owning one of these can- 
ine pets, according to the decision 
of the Council to rigidly enforce 
the bylaw covering same. 

The Council then adjourned after 
a sternuous evening's work.”

Tt is slightly more potent on 
certain of the harder to kill weeds 
such as hemp nettle and smart- 
weed. It also has the added ad- 
vantage of adhering immediately 
thus eliminating in large measure 
the need for a few hours of time 
before rain showers might fall. 

The rate of application may also 
be reduced a little because of the 
aster formation in comparison to 
the amine of MCP. Certain varie- 
ties of oats and barley seem more 
susceptible to damage than others. 
Larain and rodney oats, as well as 
montcalm barley, should be treated 
with a little extra caution. 

Now for 2,4-D, this old stand-by 
is still alright to use on wheat and 
most barley varieties. We favor 
the lo-volatile type of 2,4-D's now 
available since the reduced danger 
from drifting vapor fumes is q 
decided advantage, especially if 
treating crops in the vicinity of 
gardens, hedges or legume crops. 

Now is an ideal time to spray 
for weed control since the rainfall 
of the past week. Weeds that are 
in their early stages and are 
growing rapidly are much easier to 
kill than they will be as they ap- 
proach maturity.
